Dorm students vote 
down 192 :neal plan

Residence Hail students voted on 
one of two meal plans last week. The 
election was to determine whether or 
not the dorm students wanted to Stay 
with their current 10 mea! plan which 
offers them a number of privileges 
These privileges include eating 
elsewhere on campus, eating pizzas 
at “Buckingham Palace” free of 
charge and pruchasing food from the 
‘Store” with the use of meal coupons 
The second option was a university 
proposed 19 meal plan which would 
do away with the coupon system and 
which would not aliow them to eat 
elsewhere on campus 

The outcome of the election was a 
narrow defeat of the 19 meal plan. 296 
Students voted for the 10 meai pian 
against 292 for the 19 meal plan: 175 
Students were undecided

| say compels, because up to now | 
have not felt it necessary to protest 
your administration's ineptness 
Quite the contrary. | 
believe over the past ten years that the 
primary role of a faculty member is to 
teach, to teach, to study, to research 
to publish, and to carry out one’s 
professional responsibilities to the 
best of one’s ability. | returned from 
my sabbatical this fall eager to 
resume my teaching duties and hop- 
ing that the turmoil that has sur 
rounded your administration vould 
have subsided | returned to campus 
to find that your administration had 
become so dysfunctional that the 
Chancellor had appointed a de facto 
caretaker. A move. which in turn 
illicited a cartoon in the State Hornet 
depicting you as a pupp 

You had, sir, at the beginning of 
this semester become a campus joke 
An expensive joke. as it is Obviously 
costing the California State College 
and University system a great deal of 
money to perpetuate this charade But 
withal, | felt at the time. an innocent 
enough charade Perhaps something 
good would come from a dual ad 
ministrative system 

You chose, sir, as | understand it 
to interpret Vice President Johns’ ap- 
pointment as yet another burden 
forced upon you at CSU.S You have 
from the beginning of your tenure 
here, attempted to cast yourself as the 
noodle administrator, brought in to br- 
ing order toacampus in disarray. You 
have attempted to depict each 
difference of opinion as yet another 
burden that you have had to endure 
But let me tell you, sir, it is we, the 
faculty, the administrators, and the 
staff at CSU.S who over the last ten 
years have endured 

Since my joining the faculty at 
CSU,S in 1966, we have had anumber 
of Presidents Some apparently 
thought themseives merely 
caretakers, others were caught up 
perhaps injudiciously, in the larger is- 
sues Of the late 1960's: and one. by the 
preponderant weight of available 
evidence, was an unblushing thief 
We have endured ail! this and more 
For under your administration 
academic affairs and faculty morale 
sank to the lowest ebb in ten years 
You and your appointees repeatedly 
mismanaged our affairs. You 
denigrated us as human beings. You 
degraded academic processes. And 
when we protested your f.jis- 
management, you attempted to bam- 
boozle and bulldoze us into ac- 
quiescence and submission 

It is we, the faculty, who have en- 
dured repeated excesses and ar- 
bitrary abuses of authority by you and 
your appointees. But as long as the 
turmoil centered on faculty - ad- 
ministration issues, | did not feel

A little research reveals that next 
week. in New York City, the same two 
groups — James and his back - up of 
seven session musicians and Klugh 
and his back - up of four will play 
with the addition of John Klemmer 
who has a wondertul touch on the 
sax, for a price schedule of 35 cents 
more. E:ther that means Klemmer is 
worth only 35 cents, or, in a more 
likely appraisal, the promoters were 
simply doing their best to clip an area 
that is hungry for good jazz 

And the jazz was good Klugh, who 
Opened the show, sat quietly on his 
chair and picked his way through ten 
songs ranging from Spanish classics 
to “Heard it through the grapevine.” 
The influence Klugh insists he 
receives from the style of George 
Benson was plainly apparent 
Though Klugh doesn't sing (Benson 
didn’t either, remember, for the first 
ten and most creative years of his 


career), he had the audience com- 
pletely in hand, and they gave him a 
standing ovation at the finish of his 
set 

Twenty minutes later, James 
jumped on stage and into the seat of 
his three - sided keyboard console. 
James is one of the most imaginative 
producers and arrangers working 


these days. and his creativity was 
underscored by his performance. He

‘Goodbar’ - an honest and 


haunting film about loneliness 


Keaton makes transition from school 
teacher to singles bar cruising swinger

Based on her performance in An- 


nie Hal! Rolling Stone magazine 
recently compared Diane Keaton’'s 


acting abilities to those of Katherine 
Hepburn. The Stone's comparison 
may have been premature at the time 
but after viewing Keaton in her latest 
film. Looking For Mr. Goodbar., it is 
quite obvious Rolling Stone knew ex- 
actly what 't was talking about 

The film is a story about loneliness 
based on the best selling novel by 
Judith Rossner. The film version is 
written and directed by Richard 
Brooks. who has directed such 
emotionaly strong films as Cat Ona 
Hot Tin Roof, Elmer Gantry and In 
Cold Blood. Looking For Mr. Good- 
bar is no exception 

Keaton plays the part of Terresa 


Dunn, a Dr. Jekyl and Mr. Hyde 
character, who transforms from a 
glasses wearing, conservatively 


dressed, Catholic school teacher, by 
day, to a pot smoking, pill popping, 
cocaine snorting, mate swapping. 
Singles bar Cruising swinger by night 

The film follows Dunn through her 
young adult life. but constantly 
flashes back to her childhood. Terry 
is the frustrated product of a strict 


Cathoiic upbringing Asacnild she's 
stricken and crippled for a year 
When her body cast is 
removed she is not only left with a 
physical scar on her lower back but 
also with a mental scar which in 
cluding rejection by her father 
(Richard Kiley). causes more 


damage. She begins cruising singles 
bars, taking drugs and having casual! 
and violent sex with a dozen men, all 
of whom turn out to be losers She 
does not really care for these men and 
is in fact very passive during sex with 
her lovers, but she sleeps with them 
for the fun of it. And she enjoys it 

Unlike many movies where sex and 
violence scenes are thrown in sen- 
Sationally. the numerous violent sex 
segments in ‘Goodbar’ are essential 
parts of the movie Yes. they are 
Strong and even at times overbearing 
(especially the film's ending). but the 
film has a strong message to give 
And that message is; sex is an un- 
successful escape from loneliness 

Although Keaton and director 
Brooks are o! ‘iously the mainstays 
of the movie several! other relatively 
UNKNOWN aci rs contribute small. but 
effective role: 


Richard Gere portrays an Italian 
stud named Tony, who constantly 


tries to prove his masculinity through 


knife swinging incidents. shadow 
boxing and karate exhibitions before 
during and after his sexual per- 


formances with Keaton Although the 
character Gere plays is a disturbing 
one, it iS a realistic one, because we 
all Know there are far too many Tony's 
in the world 


There are a few parts in the movie 
tnat could have been developed more 
extensively Many of the school 
scenes with Keaton teaching the han- 
dicapped children were cut short and 
the brief appearance by Lavar Burtor 
was interesting but confusing 


However. these small faults are 
completely overshadowed by 
Keaton’s acting At times she is the 
same stumbling, cute, happy-go- 
tucky girl in Annie Hall, but at other 
times her looks and mannerisms are 
so captivating you forget she was ever 
a comedy actress 
Looking For Mr. Goodbar is a very 
good film. Not only does it deal witha 
realistic subject, but it is only one of 
a handfui of recent films which will 
keep you constantly entertained and 
jeave you with very strong and dis- 
turbing impressions
